7o COMMENT: ON DEPARTURE, STAFFDEL COMMENTED THAT VISIT 
HAD BEEN VERY USEFUL IN UPDATING THEIR IMPRESSIONS OF 
JAPAN. BOTH MOOSE AND ASHWORTH WERE HIGHLY COMPLIMENTARY 
OF BRIEFINGS THEY HAD RECEIVED FROM JAPAN COUNTRY 
DIRECTORATE IN WASHINGTON. MOOSE INDICATED TO POLCOUNS 
THAT HIS REPORT WOULD BE DEVOTED PRIMARILY TO KOREA AND 
PH.ILLIPP INES AND THAT HE DID NOT EXPECT TO DEAL 
SUBSTANTIVELY WITH JAPAN. SPEAKING PERSONALLY, MOOSE 
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SAID HE HOPED TO INTEREST SFRC IN HOLDING HEARINGS ON 
JAPAN SIMILAR TO EARLIER CONSIDERATION OF CHINA, SUCH 
HEARINGS, HE BELIEVED, COULD ONLY BE USEFUL IF THEY 
WERE OBJECTIVE AND NON-CONTENT IOUS, DESIGNED TO ILLUMINATE 
PUBLIC OPINION AND CLARIFY POLICY, HE INDICATED HE HAD

INCLUDE REFERENCES TO JAPAN IN ANY REPORT HE PREPARES 
UPON RETURN FOR SFRC CONCERNING HIS FINDINGS RE OVERALL 
US MILITARY PRESENCE IN ASIA, GDSINGERSOLL
